PITTSBURG, March 31.—Seven men were 
fatally and ten seriously burned, as a re- 
' sult of. an explosion early today at blast 
furnace ‘‘l’’ of the Edgar Thomson works 
at Braddock, Pa. 

Two of the injured are missing and one 
died on the way to a hospital. 

The men were casting, and, without the 
- Jeast warning, the big furnace suddenly let 
' go, throwing the molten metal in all dl- 
rections and covering the men in some cases 
from head to foot. 

Doctors were hurried to the scene, and, 
after dressing the injured, seven of the 
victims were removed to the Mercy Hosp'- 
tal in thin city on a special street car. 

They are horribly burned about the head, 
face and upper portions of their bodies. 

The Bdgar Thomson works is the Brad- 
dock plant of the Carnegie Stee! Co. 

The name of the dead man is given as 
Jolin Bmith,. probably an Anglicized form 
of his proper name... The others have not 
yet been identified. 

As far as can de learned at this time 
the wes due to a supposed defect 
fn the electrical equipment of the furnace.

At the same time the discovery was made 
that the automatic electrical equipment 
was out of order, and edditional men were 
detaiied to locate the trouble. 

While 17 men were at work, either at the 
top or bottom, a “hang’’ in the furnace 
’ was found, and, before the alarm could be 
given, there was a terrific explosion of gas, 
and the workmen were enveloped in a rain 
of molten metal, cole and lime, which 
burned the clothing from their bodies, and 
rendered them unconscious. 

Notwithstanding the danger of a second 
explosion, a party was organized, and the 


: - men rescued from their perilous position. 


Only 15 could be found, however, and it 
is not known whether the two missing were 
blown into the furnace, or are wandering 
about the district in a semi-demented con- 
dition. 

A thorough investigation into the cause 
of the explosion is now in progress.

It was de- 
nigned with a long flaring skirt, a box 
lait extending down the back, the eton 
acket was trimmed in silk braid appli- 
gue. Around the collar were silk cro- 
cheted acorn pendants. The sleeves were 
tight to the elbow, full to the shoulder, 
and down the back seam the pendant 
acorns were carried to the waist.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 31.—The 
last day for the filing of a motion for a 
rehearing of the decision against the beef 
packers has expired, and no such motion 
has been filed in the supreme court.

the deed of sale. As soon as certain legal 
formalities are complied with, the prop- 
erty will be transferred outright to the 
raiiroad company. 

The purchase price 
from $200 to $1000, the average price 
for the land fronting on Third street 
being $900. It is said that a few months 
ago it would not have been necessary 
io pay more than half the amount given. 

Pians for the freight depot show that it 
will be one of the most elaborate struct- 
ures of its kind in the world. It is to be 
supplied with cold storage and commission 
house factiities. while a large part of the 
building is to be used for the housing of 
miscellaneous freight.

MONMOUTH, .Ijl., March 3i—Marshal 
Mink and his wife began taking hynotic les- 
sons by mail from a “professor” in Jack- 
son, Mich.

Bartley Hart, Injured by a| 


Car, Was an Hour Without 
Medical Attention. 


Dangerously injured by a _ street car, 
Bartley Hart, 12 years old, was without 
medical attention for more than an hour 
Tuesday morning and lost so much biood 
that the seriousness of his wounds was 
greatly aggravated. 

The crew of the transit company car 
that struck the boy, picked him up and 
carried him into a drug. store. After 
dojng that the motorman and conductor 
seemed to regard their duty as ended, for 
they did not call an ambulance, notify the 
company. nor ask J. B. Hicks, the drug- 
gist at Bolye avenue and Old Manchester 
road, to care for the lad. 

The druggist made no objection to the 
boy being brought into his store. and did 
ali he could to alleviate the little fellow's 
pain. He supposed the street car men 
had sent for a physician or an ambulance 
and devoted all of his attent'on to stop- 
ping the flow of blood from a big hole in 
the back of the boy’s head. 

While he was at this task the motorman 
and conductor went back to their car and 
went on their way. 


Considerablé time had elapsed when 
Hicks called up the transit company and 
advised the person who answered the tele- 
phone that the boy was seriously injured 
and that the nearest physician ought to 
be summoned at once. 

Instead of authorizing Hicks to send for 
a doctor, the transit company employe 
promised to see about it.

THE LAW FOR THE GOVERNOR. 

From Jefferson City comes a vigorous denial of the report that 
Attorney-General Crow has been called into the grandjury 
vestigation of legislative corruption. Bo much the worse for the 
state and for the record of Gov. Deckery, who has an oppor- 
tunity to give effective aid in fulfilling the pledges of the Demo- 
cratic party. Section 6, article 5 of the constitution says: 

“The governor shall take care that the laws are distributed and 
faithfully executed.”’ 

The constitution makes the faithful execution of the laws the 
special care of the governor, and section 494, article 1, chapter

violation of law. Section &, article 12 of the state constitution 
provides: 

“No railroad or other transportation company shal! grant free 
passes or tickets, or passes or tickets at a discount, to members 
of the General Assembly, or members of the Board of Equaliza- 
tion, or any state, or county, or municipal officers; and the ac- 
ceptance of such pass or ticket by a member of Genera! As- 
sembly, or any such officer, shall be a forfeiture of ‘his office
